Doing Our Share. 


Aside from the men of Oneonta 


•who have gone to the front, and from 
the limited number of women who 
have worked day and night at the 
Eed Cross, it c»n hardly be said that 
any of the citizens o* Gneonta have 
as yet really sacrificed. They have 
purchased bonds to a really liberal 
amount, but this is merely a public 
duty, which none can disregard; it is 
also a good business investment, from 
ivhich-any one at any time can re- 
ceive his money back my way of sale, 
and which, will be increasingly valu- 
able as time goes on. They, or more 
properly we. have contributed from 
time to time to the various charities 
for which there has been appeal; and 
we have quite generally obejed the 
injunctions of the government as to 
conservation of food.
